SUBJECT:  DATA  RELi.TING  TO  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  WELFARE  PROGRAM 
DaTE;  DECEMBER  23,  1942 

We  are  pleased  to  send  you  the  attached  material  giving; 
a brief  summary  of  the  Department  of  Public  VIelfare  during  the 
last  tv;o  calendar  years.  We  trust  it  will  acquaint  you  \vith  the 
importance  of  the  Department  and  the  problems  which  confront  it. 

May  we  briefly  analyze  the  contents  of  this  material. 

Pages  1 and  2.  The  first  two  pages  show  the  am.ounts  of 
money  paid  to  the  Old  -ri.g  e , Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Aid  to  the 
Blind,  and  General  Relief  recipients  in  the  respective  counties 
during  the  last  tv/o  years.  The  Federal  Government  has^  paid  half 
of  all  these  grants  except  those  for  General  Relief,  which  is  paid 
entirely  out  of  State  Funds.  The  grants  for  1941-  42  ariount  to 
^8,271,209.20  as  compared  with  the  grants  of  $4,615,885.56  for 
1939-40. 

Page  3 shoYiTS  the  average  assistance  grants  now  being  paid 
in  the  ScoTthern  States.  Arkansas  is  novf  paying  the  highest  aver- 
age grant  in  Old  Age  Assistance.  Its  grants  in  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  surpasses  Alabam.a,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  T onne  ssee,  and  Virginia.  In  average  grants  in  Aid  to 
the  Blind,  it  surpasses  all  Southern  States  except  Louisiana. 
Arkansas  is  really  right  at  the  top  of  all  Southern  States  in  pub- 
lic assistance  grants. 

Page  4 shows  the  amounts  paid  ranging  from  $5.00  to  $30,00 
to  the  rGsp"e*cTTve  number  of  recipients.  It  is  significant  to  note 
that  the  largest  single  group,  1968  , receive  the  m.axim.um  grant  of 
$30.00. 

Pago  5 shows  the  assistance  payments  and  administrative 
cost  thereof  of  al  1 the  Southern  States.  Arkansas  can  fairly  be 
compared  in  administrative  cost  only  to  states  giving  comparable 
assistance  grants.  Until  recently  Arkansas  has  been  the  lowest 
assistance  grant  state  in  the  United  States.  It  costs  just  as 
much  to  investigate  a case, and  som.etim-es  r*ore,  xi/here  you  give  a 
grant  of  $5.00  as  it  does  to  give  a grant  of  $40,00.  Arkansas  ad- 
ministers its  Old  Age  Assistance  program,  at  a smaller  percentage 
cost  than  all  Southern  States  except  Tennessee  and  Mississippi, 
both  of  which  states  give  oonsiderably  larger  total  am;Ounts  of 
money.  Only  Tennessee  and  Georgia  adm.inister  the  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  at  a smallor  percentage  cost  than  Arkansas.  Again,  Tenn- 
essee and  Mississippi  are  the  only  two  Southern  States  that  admin- 
ister the  Aid  to  the  Blind  program  at  a smaller  percentage  cost 
than  Arkansas.  Those  figures  are  published  by  the  Social  Security 
Beard  and  fairly  show  that  Iirkansas,  at  the  present  time,  is  one 
of  the  most  e c onom.i  c al  ly  administered  programs  in  the  United  States. 

The  next  six  sheets  giv©  in  order  a brief  report  of  six 
service  program. s performed  by  the  Welfare  Department,  Oftentiries 
people  forgot  that  the  Department  performs  these  most  im.portant 
services.  Sorie  o.re  inclined  to  consider  the  cost  of  these  services 
as  expense  in  administering  Old  Age  Assistance  and  the  other  cat- 
egorical relief  programs;  hovvever,  practically  all  the  expenses  of 
these  program.s  are  direct  service  cost  and  not  adm.ini  s tr  at  ive  ex- 
pense. For  instance,  in  the  Crippled  Children's  Division  and  the 
Child  Welfare  Programs,  nurses  and  child  welfare  workers  are  going 
to  and  from  clinics,  taking  children  to  hospitals;  taking  neglect- 
ed, dependent  children  to  foster  hom.es;  etc. 

Page  12  gives  the  am.ount  of  business  done  by  the  Food 
Stamp  Division,  wh i 1 e Page  13  gives  the  benefits  derived  to  the 
counties  from  the  Direct  Distribution  of  Surplus  Com.ncdities  in 
the  counties  not  served  by  the  Food  Stam.p  Program. 

Page  14  shows  the  administrative  cost  of  the  Food  Stamp  Program..

Pago  15  shows  the  income  and  sources  pf  the  Department  for 
the  Tast  f c7ur  years.  The  State  Vvelfare  Board  is  not  recommenfi- 
ing  to  the  Legislature  that  more  sources  of  revenue  bo  provided 
the  Welfare  Department  for  the  next  biennial.  iVith  its  present 
bank  balance  and  the  anticipated  revenue  from  current  resources, 
it  believes  it  can  maintain  the  present  program,  for  the  next 
biennium..  If  revenues  are  larger  than  anticipated,  the  V^elfare 
Board  would  be  pleased  to  consider  increasing  grants  if  needed. 

Page  16  shows  expenditures  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year,  1941-42,  the  only  year  thus  far  wholly  administered  by 
the  present  administration.  The  report  shows  the  amount  of 
direct  relief,  giving  Federal  and  State  participation.  The  re- 
port also  shows  the  cost  of  adm.lni  st  or  ing  each  program  as  de- 
termined by  a tim.o  study  analysis.  While  the  heading  speaks  of 
it  as  administrative  expense,  the  cost  of  service  prqgram.s  is 
really  a cost  of  service  and  not  adm.ini  s tr  at  i ve  expense.  The 
report  also  shows  that  three  agencies  draw  mn:iney  from,  the  Welfare 
Department  for  programs  not  under  its  supervision. 

Page  17  shows  the  expenditures  of  the  Welfare  Department 
from  the  appropriation  made  by  the  1941  Legislature.  You  will 
note  that  the  Department  showed  a saving  under  the  appropriation 
of  $86,99  5.2  7 . We  b e 1 ieve  there  will  be  a substantial  saving 
under  the  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Page  18  shows  the  personnel  turnover  experienced  by  this 
Department  during  the  last  two  calendar  years.  It  gives  the 
number  in  each  classification  and  the  reasons  for  withdrawal. 

In  December  there  were  415  employees  on  the  payro^ll,  which 
shows  that  there  has  been  more  than  100^  turnover  in  the  De- 
partment. Not  a single  one  C' f these  persons  were  let  out  for 
political  reasons.  The  contributing  factor  in  this  large  turn- 
over is  Icvj-  salaries.  Yv'e  trust  the  Legislature  will  rom.edy  this 
situation  so  that  the  efficiency  of  the  programs  can  bo  m.aintain- 
ed . lYe  believe  that  economies  in  the  administration  will  enable 
the  Legislature  to  do  this  without  increasing  the  appropriation 
made  for  the  current  biennium. 

If  there  is  any  further  inform,ation  you  would  like  regard- 
ing this  departr.ent,  wo  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you. 

Each  county  director  would  be  pleased  for  you  to  visit  the  county 
office  at  any  time  for  i nf  i;  rr.a  t i on  regarding  the  program.

CHILD  IVELFARE  DIVISION 

A 

GENERAL  SERVICES  TO  CHILDREN 

The  Child  ?, 'el  fare  Division  offers  services  to  children 
who  are  temporarily  or  permanently  dependent,  neglected,  homeless, 
or  orphaned,  and  to  children  in  danger  of  becoming  delinquent. 

These  children  are  referred  to  the  Division  by  County  V/elfare 
ITorkers,  Health  Nurses,  County  Judges,  Ministers,  Doctors,  County 
Board  I.Iembers,  and  any  interested  citizens.  V'hen  a child  is  refer- 
red, this  Division  tries  to  work  out  an  individual  plan  to  fit  the 
particular  problem.  Some  children  are  placed  in  homes  of  relatives, 
boarding  homos,  free  homes,  work  homes,  hospitals,  or  children’s 
institutions . 

CENTRAL  AND  COUNTY  UNITS 

In  ten  counties  in  the  State,  there  are  Child  Welfare 
Yrorkers  employed  full  time.  These  ten  counties,  by  Quorum  Court 
appropriation,  have  set  up  certain  funds  to  establish  the  Child 
Welfare  Unit.  The  salaries  of  the  workers  are  paid  by  the  U.  S. 
Children's  Bureau,  L'ashington,  D.  C.  This  Division  also  maintains 
a Central  Unit,  which  includes  Pulaski  County  and  six  surrounding 
counties.  Children  in  need  of  special  medical  care  or  case  werk 
services  are  placed  in  the  Central  Unit  whsre  there  are  numerous 
free  clinical  services  available  and  wh  cr  e tliere  are  workers  es- 
pecially trained  to  handle  problem  children.  These  children  arc 
boarded  in  carefully  selected  homes  and  supervised  by  our  workers. 
The  board  is  paid  out  of  a State  fund  but  children  are  accepted 
from  all  counties  without  cost  to  the  County.  To  give  some  idea 
of  the  scope  of  Child  Welfare  Services  during  one  fiscal  year,  a 
total  of  34,497  contacts  were  made  in  regard  to  the  individual 
needs  of  children. 

CHILDREN  BORN  OUT  OF  WEDLOCK 

The  Child  Welfare  Division  has  the  responsibility  of 
planning  with  unmarried  mothers  for  the  protection  of  children  born 
out  of  wedlock.  In  some  instances  through  counseling,  the  mother 
is  able  to  keep  her  child  and  work  out  a satisfactory  life.  Many 
of  those  mothers,  however,  who  arc  young  girls,  desire  to  give  up 
the  child.  It  is  then  our  responsibility  to  make  a suitable  plan 
for  the  baby.  These  plans  vary  from  keeping  the  baby  for  six  months 
to  occasionally  keeping  it  for  a number  of  years. 

ADOPTION  PROGRAM 


In  many  instances,  however,  babies  either  born  out  of 
wedlock,  or  in  wedlock,  who  are  under  the  custody  of  the  Child  Wel- 
fare Division  are  placed  in  adoptive  homes  if  their  physical  and 
mental  condition  is  good.  Legally  the  Department  is  responsible  for 
all  adoptions  in  the  State.  Our  workers  make  the  study  of  the  child 
o.nd  of  the  adoptive  homo,  and  then  recommend  to  the  Chancery  Court. 
Between  January,  1941  and  January,  1943,  468  such  cases  were  handled 
thus  securing  many  good  homes  for  dependent  children  and  giving 
childless  couples  a fuller  famiily  life, 

CHILD  CARING  INSTITUTIONS 


This  Division  works  closely  with  all  child-caring  insti- 
tutions in  the  State,  v;ith  Juvenile  Court  Officers,  and  with  the 
Boys’  and  Girls’  Industrial  Schools.  It  has  the  responsibility  of 
licensing  child-caring  institutions  and  of  working  with  these  in- 
stitutions toward  more  adequate  care  of  children. 

DAY  CxiRS  FOR  CHILDREN 

Due  to  the  War  impact,  a nevr  service  has  been  recently 
added  to  the  Division,  which  is  the  Day  Care  Plan  for  Children  of 
Working  Mothers.  xi  Federal  grant  of  04, 000, 00  has  been  allotted  to 
Arkansas  and  the  Day  Care  viorkers  make  individual  plans  with  work- 
ing mothers  for  the  care  of  their  children  while  the  women  are  re- 
placing men  in  industry.

SELECTIVE  SERVICE

The  County  Selective  Service  Boards  refer  to  the  County  offices  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  INelfare  cases  that  additional  informa- 
tion is  needed  to  determine  deferment  for  an  individual  who  is  claiming 
dependency.  Psychiatric  studies  are  made  on  all  prospective  inductees 
where  it  is  felt  that  the  individual  night  be  unfit  for  military  ser- 
vice. 


The  value  of  these  services  to  the  various  County  Selective  Ser- 
vice Boards  is  better  explained  in  a paragraph  of  a letter  received 
from  General  E.  L,  Compere,  State  Director; 

"I  do  not  see  hov/  Selective  Service  could  have  functioned  success- 
fully without  this  help  froi.:  your  department.  The  cooperation  has  been 
so  -wholehearted,  thorough,  and  helpful  that  I v;ant  to  express  to  you 
and  to  the  Public  ITelfare  v/-orkers  all  over  the  State  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  it.  Selective  Service  is  under  lasting  obligations  to  you 
and  your  co-workers  for  this  splendid  assistance." 

AORKS  PROJECTS  .ADMINISTRATION 


Early  in  1941  the  Works  Projects  Administration  requested  that  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Vfelfare  serve  as  the  referring  agency  for 
the  State  of  Arkansas,  At  this  time  the  unemployed  and  the  needy  in- 
dividuals in  the  State  wore  being  denied  the  right  to  make  application 
for  WPA  employment. 

Realizing  the  benefit  that  the  citizens  of  Arkansas  would  receive 
as  a result  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  assuraing  the  responsi- 
bility, an  agreem-ont  was  reached  v/hereby  the  State  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare  v/ould  act  as  the  referring  agency.  During  the  past  two 
years  this  agreement  has  been  in'  / effect,  the  total  of  53,651  indi- 
viduals have  been  referred  to  -.TP A. 

CIVILIAN  CONSERVATION:  CORPS 

During  the  operation  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps,  the 
State  Departm. ent  of  Public  Welfare  v/as  the  agency  responsible  for  the 
selection  of  boys  enrolled  in  the  corps. 

Realizing  the  benefit  that  the  people  of  the  State  would  receive 
from  boys  placed  in  camps,  the  efforts  of  the  entire  Department  were 
directed  toward  recruiting  the  m.aximum  number  of  boys  for  enrollment. 
During  the  period  of  the  Civilian  Conservation.  Corps,  close  to  75,000 
Arkansas  young  m.en  received  work  training  and  developed  discipline  and 
skills  novr  usnful  in  the  war  effort.  The  enrolles  allotted  to  their 
dependents  over  $17,000,000.00  and  other  expenditures  by  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps  in  Arkansas  was  over  $60,000,000.00. 

NATIONAL  YOUTH  ..DMI  NI  STR.aT  ION 


During  the  year  of  1941-42,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
served  as  the  certifying  agency  for  the  National  Youth  Administration. 
All  youths  vj-h 0 virere  placed  on  this  program  certified  to  the  Nat- 

ional Youth  Administration  as  meeting  the  eligibility  requirements  set 
up  by  that  agency.  Many  of  them  were  trained  in  the  County  Welfare 
Departments  and  about  300  were  doing  invaluable  work  in  the  department 
when  this  agency  was  liquidated.
